I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Mortality  of  your  District  for  the  year  1966. 

POPULATION 

The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council)  of  the  District 
is  10,800  as  compared  with  10,810  for  last  year. 


AREA 

The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7 >855  acres,  and  is  situated  on  the 
borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  at  a  height  ranging  from  about  440  to 
1,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp  but  bracing. 


The  chief  industires  include  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and  woollen  goods  and 
synthetic  fibres,  leather  tanning,  iron  turning  and  founding,  oil  and  fat  refining, 
dyeing  and  finishing,  making  of  bread  and  confectionary,  glue  manufacture  and  fib 

glass  products. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  in  1966  was  157,  63  males  and  94  ^les, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  15.1  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 


The  number  of  births  was  196,  93  males  and  103  females,  which  is  equivalent 
to  a  birth  rate  of  18.1. 


There  we 25  4  still-births,  4  males,  giving  a  rate  per  1,000  total  (live  and 
still)  births  of  20. 


The  births  exceeded  the  deaths  hy  59,  and  the  birth  rate  f  the death^ 

rate  by  5.6,  The  mean  birth  rate  for  the  past  five  years  was  5.79  a 
death  rate. 


For  1965  the  birth  rate  was  18.1  and  the  death  rate  14.5  and  the  averages 
for  the  past  five  years  were;-  Birth  rate  18.23  and  death  rate  13.44. 


From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  1.00  above  the 
orevious  year  end  0.13  below  the  averae  for  the  past  five  years,  and  the  dea 
rate  0.6  below  the  previous  year  and  1.06  above  the  average.

INFANT  DEATHS 


There  have  been  7  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  2  males  and  5  females,  which  is 

equivalent  to  a  rate  of  35*7  per  1*000  live  births,  and  5  deaths  and  a  rate  of  25 

for  1965. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  10.7  above  the  previous 
year  and  8.05  above  the  average. 

There  have  been  5  deaths  under  4  weeks  of  age  1  male  and  4  females,  which  is 

equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  25.5  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  3  deaths 

and  a  rate  of  15.0  for  1965.

One  point  again  worthy  of  comment  is  the  factthat  1966  was  the  twentieth 
year  in  succession  in  which  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified.  Such  a  long 
spell  without  the  occurrence  of  a  case  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  value  of 
Diphtheria  immunisation.  In  order  to  maintain  this  record,  it  is  essential  that 
parents  should  continue  to  have  their  children  immunised.  It  is  also  again 
pleasing  to  report  thu.t  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  v/ere  notified  curing  1966,  for 
this  ninth  year  in  succession.

14  cases  occurred,  all  of  which  were  treated  at  home.  There  were  no  deaths. 
TUBERCULOSIS 


There  were  3  deaths  from  respiratory  Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

There  were  6  new  additions  to  the  register,  (  4  now  cases  and  2  "transfers" 
from  other  Districts).  The  occupations  of  the  new  additions  were  -  Housewife  1, 
Retired  2,  Plumber  1,  Secretary  1,  and  one  unknown. 
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The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952  no  longer  require  a  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  keep  a  register  of  Tuberculosis  notifications,  but  the  Ministry 
of  Health  urges  that  registers  should  continue  to  be  kept.  A  register  is  therefore 
maintained  of  all  cases  notified  and  statements  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  all  admissions  to  and  removals  from  the  register. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Ruberculosis  Register,  old  and  new  in  the  district 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  68,  57  respiratory  and  11  non-respiratory,  o  cases 
were  added  to  the  register,  all  being  respiratory,  6  respiratory  cases  were  removed 
from  the  register,  leaving  a  total  of  63  cases,  57  respiratory  and  11  non-respiratory 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  6  cases  removed  from  the  register,  four  recovered, 
two  died  from  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

The  body  of  the  report  contains  details  of  the  work  ox  the  department  during 
the  year  and  the  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  3ets  out  details 
of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  good  work  through¬ 
out  the  year.

SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 

for  the  year  1966 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
Littleborough  Urban  District  Council. 

Sir, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  third  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966,  in 
accordance  with  Article  25  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  1959 •  Comment 
is  made  on  several  aspects  of  the  work  but  other  details,  statistics  etc.,  have 
been  included  in  your  report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  copy  of 
which  is  attached  to  this  report. 

A  summary  sheet  is  also  attached  showing  details  of  the  visits  and  inspections 
made  during  the  year. 

HOUSING 

No  new  houses  were  built  primarily  to  rehouse  tenants  of  existing  unfit 
houses,  but  work  has  commenced  to  erect  12  two  bedroomed  flats,  and  14  one 
bedroomed  flats  at  Ealees. 

Erection  of  80  dwellings  (56  two  bedroomed  bungalows,  22  two  bedroomed 
houses,  16  three  bedroomed  houses,  4  four  bedroomed  houses,  and  2  two  bedroomed 
flats  plus  2  shops)  arranged  to  commence  early  in  1967-  The  project  extends  the 
Council's  Stansfield  Estate;  the  houses  are  proposed  to  be  heated  by  gas  and 
will  be  of  rationalised  traditional  construction. 

Clearance  Areas  at  Rock  Nook,  Albion  Street,  Higher  Denhurst  and  Kershaw 
Street  involving  36  dwellings  were  accepted  by  the  Council  and  have  been  forwarded 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation.  Clearance  Area 
procedure  is  progressing  in  further  areas. 

Two  houses  were  subjected  to  closing  orders  during  the  year. 

A  survey  of  back  to  back  type  houses  and  also  certain  through  houses  was 
started  during  the  year.  It  is  proposed  to  form  two  lists  of  properties  from 
the  completed  survey,  one  list  to  comprise  houses  requring  detailed  inspections 
with  a  view  to  demolition,  and  a  second  list  of  properties  capable  of  improvement 
to  a  satisfactory  standard,  complete  with  modern  amenities. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  district  is  supplied  in  most  parts  by  the  Rochdale  Corporation  Water 
Works  and  the  number  of  dwellings  connected  to  the  mains  is 

Samples  of  water  taken  from  the  above  supply  have  been  from  a  bacteriological 
point  of  view  satisfactory  but  its  appearance  continues  to  leave  much  to  be  desired. 
Continued  discussions  with  the  Water  Works  Engineer  have  resulted  in  mains  flushing 
and  have  brought  some  relief.  The  long  term  solution  however  appears  to  require 
the  carrying  out  of  major  works  by  the  water  undertakers. 

During  the  year  the  Council  complained  of  the  poor  appear,  ceetc.,  of  the 
supply  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  an  Inspector  from  the 
Ministry  visited  the  district  and  enquired  into  the  complaint. 


Sampling  of  both  public  and  private  supplies  was  continued  during  the  year, 
the  bacteriological  samples  of  the  public  supply  being  satisfactory.  Both 
chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  of  private  supplies  were  unsa^is! actory  and 
efforts  to  bring  about  the  provision  of  pumps,  filters  and  treatment  tanks  must 

continue. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  TRADE  WASTE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council  scheme  for  renewal  of  defective  dustbins  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily  and  the  number  renewed  was  525* 

During  the  year  twenty-seven  (27)  bins  were  supplied  to  new  houses  built 
in  the  district. 

A  regular  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  generally  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  but  certain  problems  arose  due  to  the  number  of  men  available 
during  holiday  periods.  The  establishment  for  drivers  and  loaders  is  ten  men,  but 
in  an  attempt  to  hold  down  the  rising  cost  of  the  service  the  collection  staff  was 
held  at  nine  men  when  natural  wastage  allowed  for  this.  The  occasional  use  of 
casual  labour  allowed  the  service  to  function  almost  normally  during  the  periods 
when  the  regular  staff  took  their  annual  leave  entitlement. 

Collection  of  trade  waste  from  shops  proceeded  satisfactorily  and  the  charge 
of  25/-  for  premises  per  annum  was  continued.  A  report  on  refuse  collection  was 
submitted  to  the  Committee  and  produced  a  policy  whereby  trade  premises  were  given 
dust  bins  free  of  charge,  according  to  their  requirements.  This  procedure  aided 
rodent  control  measures  and  made  collection  easier,  but  with  the  cost  of  bins 
being  approximately  30/7d.  per  bin- it  further  adversely  affected  the  cost  of 
trade  refuse  collection. 

This  trade  refuse  collection  service  is  at  the  present  time  being  subsidized 
and  an  increased  annual  charge  would  help  to  restore  the  balance. 

The  Council’s  policy  of  charging  for  accepting  trade  waste  etc.  on  the 
Council's  tip  at  the  rate  of  20/-  per  load  was  continued. 

During  the  year  ICO  loads  at  20/-  perJoad  were  deposited  on  the  Council's  tip 
at  Hollingworth.  An  official  receipt  is  always  given  for  the  fee  tendered. 

A  new  fore  and  aft  tipping  refuse  freighter  was  ordered  during  the  year 
and  will  be  used  to  replace  the  side  loading  vehicle. 

Despite  good  maintenance  the  continued  stopping  and  starting  of  the  collection 
vehicles  and  by  their  function  have  to  be  v/orked  in  dusty  and  gritty  conditions 
the  vehicles  have  a  much  shorter  economic  potential  than  many  industrial  vehicles. 
Bearing  this  in  mind  it  is  likely  that  both  on  economic  and  collection  service 
grounds  the  fore  and  aft  Karrier  bantam  refuse  freighter  registration  Number  XNA  559 
will  require  replacement  within  two  years.

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 


The  Council's  policy  of  encouraging  the  conversion  of  obsolete  closets  to  the 
water  carriage  system  was  continued  during  the  year  and  in  order  to  further  this 
policy,  particularly  where  pail  closets  are  used  in  common,  the  Council  continued 
the  payment  of  grants  up  to  a  maximum  of  £10  for  each  unit  of  accommodation. 

During  1906  two  (2)  pail  closets  and  four  (4)  waste  water  closets  were 
converted  to  the  fresh  water  carriage  system. 

A  survey  of  pail  closets  revealed  that  114  pail  closets  were  in  regular  use. 
To  abolish  certain  of  these  closets  the  provision  of  septic  tanks  would  be 
necessary  but  if  improvements  up  to  'fetandard  grant  level"  were  carried  out  then 
at  the  Committee's  discretion  financial  aid  of  up  to  £400  may  be  available  to 
applicants . 

There  remains  a  considerable  number  of  houses  served  by  pail  closets  which 
are  situated  close  by  a  sewer.  It  would  appear  that  the  owners  do  not  intend  to 
abolish  these  closets  end  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  unless  the  Committee  take 
formal  action  to  bring  about  conversion  there  will  still  be  pail  closets  in  the 
district  for  many  years  hence. 
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During  the  years  the  pail  closets  remain  in  use  flies  will  of  course  be 
attracted  to  andbreed  in  the  faecal  matter  deposited.  4fter  being  in  contact 
with  excretia  and  urine  the  flies  will  forage  for  food  in  dwelling  houses.  Under 
circumstances  such  as  these  the  risk  of  food  poisonin  and  stomach  disorders  is 
ever  present. 

The  matter  could  easily  be  resolved  by  raising  the  conversion  grant  of  £10 
to  a  figure  equal  to  half  the  reasonable  cost  of  conversion.  Owners  who 
declined  to  accept  such  grant  aid  could  be  required  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
work  or  the  work  could  be  carried  out  in  default  and  half  the  cost  recovered. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

Slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Both  are 
conducted  by  wholesale  butchers  and  result  in  slaughtering  in  excess  of  the  normal 
requirements  of  the  district  and  involve  the  inspection  of  meat  outside  what  are 
normally  regarded  as  office  hours,  and  at  weekends. 

During  the  year  1,856  Bulls,  Bullocks  and  Heifers,  1,162  Cows,  46  Calves, 

12,221  Sheep  and  Lambs  2000  Pigs  and  9  Goats  were  killed  and  inspected.  One 

pig  was  affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  the  percentage  of  these  affected  with  other 

diseases  or  conditions  requiring  condemnation  of  some  part  or  organ  were  24. 03, 

54.04,  13.04,  II.46  and  2.19  respectively. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  during  the  year  was  12  tons,  6  cwt,  2  quarter 
8  lbs.

76  tins  of  Meats,  Fruit  Vegetables  and  Soups  weighing  644  lbs.  were  also 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  were  disposed  of. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 


The  general  standard  has  risen  over  the  last  year  and  has  been  brought  about 
by  more  staff  being  available  to  carry  out  inspections  and  advise  accordingly. 

In  certain  food  premises  there  remains  however  an  attitude  that  food  hygiene 
is  a  matter  to  be  treated  lightly  and  of  little  importance 5  Should  improvements 
be  delayed  I  have  no  doubt  that  formal  action  by  the  Council  will  bring  about  the 
higher  standard  required. 

The  attitude  of  the  districts  residents  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  food 
hygiene,  and  as  long  as  people  continue  to  purchase  food  from  shops  where  only 
a  minimum  standard  of  hygiene  is  kept  raising  of  the  standard  will  be  delayed. 

If  food  was  only  purchased  from  shops  where  food  hygiene  was  made  a  feature  of 
the  business  then  there  would  be  dramatic  raising  of  standards.
